26 Sec. 4. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act takes effect January 1,

28 EXPLANATION
29 This bill requires a candidate®s committee of a candidate
30 for statewide office or the general assembly to file a
31 supplementary report with the ethics and campaign disclosure
32 board listing each lobbyist, or each political committee
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acting under the direction of a_lobbyist that provides bundled
contributions to the committee in excess of $5,000 in_the
aggregate in a six=month period. A bundled contribution is a
contribution, made by a Iobb%ist or by a political committee
under the direction of a lobbyist, which consists of
contributions provided by two or more persons.

The bill prohibits a lobbyist from contributing to the
campaign of a member of the general assembly or candidate for
the general assembly and prohibits such a member or candidate
from accepting such a contribution. Under current law, that
prohibition applies only during the regular legislative
session.

As provided in Code section 68A.701, a willful violation of
any provision of the campaign finance chapter is a serious
misdemeanor punishable by confinement for up to one year and a
fine of at least $315 but not more than $1,875. A variety of
civil remedies are also available in Code section 68B.32D for
a violation of Code chapters 68A or 68B or rules of the ethics
and campaign disclosure board, ranging from a reprimand to a
civil penalty of not more than $2,000.

The bill takes effect January 1, 2009.
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
